THe Warr betwixt Spain, and Holand having Rui- 

ned one Part of the Holanders Commerce,without 
which they would have had much adoe to ſubſift, 
Certain Merchants of Zealand Aſſociated among Ro 
{elyes 
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felves in the Yeat 1592. To goand trade in'ths 
Eaſi-Indies ; and particularly in ſuch places, where the 


Portuguez. had nothing to do : but to avoid the Haz-- 


zard of. being too near the Line, they reſolved to 
ſcarch a Paſſage toward the North, and 1o to Coaſt a- 
bout Tartary, and Cathay, and from thence to fall into 
China, and the Indies. This Voyage not ſucceeding 
to their wiſh, they joyned themlclyes afterwards with 
ſome Merchants of Amſterdarz, and All rogether E- 
nipp'd a ſmall Fleet ot Four. Veſſells, which they 
ent forth to /zd/a by the Ordinary way, under the. 
Command of one Cornelim Aoutman, who having li- 
ved long at Liſbon, had learned from the Portuguez the 
Secret ot this Nawzgation, In 15 9g 5. they depart- 
ed, and at the End of Two Years, and Four Months 
Returned, without making any Profit of their Voyage. 
This little diſappointment did not hinder them fron 
forming at-the fame rime a Second Company, in the 
ſame Town of Amſterdam ; and theſe Two Companies 
being United, fer forth a Fleet of Erhe Ships, that 
went outin 1 5 9 8, while a Third Company in Zea- 
land were making Ready for the ſame deſygne. In the 
Year 1599. Certain Other Merchants of Amfer- 
dam (the moſt part of them Brabanders) framed yet 
Another Company apart from all the Reſt, which Gent 
alſo Four Veſſells to the Indies.

Stock for a iecond Equipaye, There were at that 
time ſome Merchants of Rotterdam, and North-Holland, 
that were Modelling of Companies ſeparate from the 
Reſt (which Encreating in this manner gave greatly 
to. fear, that one would ſpoyle the Other ,') Where- 
upon the States forcſeeing what diſorderthis Diviſion 
might cauſe, perſuaded them to Unite all their

To Inſtance now in *'6ur Own Nation, the French 
make no difficulty at' alto adventure upon: the Ame- 
rican. Iſles, as St. Chriftapher,” Martinique, Guadalupe,
